Legal Complications Seem To-° Be 
Staring the State Board in the 
Face, but They Hove To 
Pull Through in Good 

' Shape.

Legal complications are Staring 
State school book commission fll 
the face. 

AS matters now stand there are no 
bids before the commission and yet the 
reports of the subcommissioners still 
Stand. New bids being advertised for, 
it necessarily follows that the parties 
bidding stand in the same position that 
they did originally, prior to the filing 
of the first bids, and new parties may 
ncw submit books and file bids ‘or the 
State contracts. 

But the subcommission, which was an 
advisory body authorized only to inspect 
and state opinions concerning the books 
submitted, has completed its work, used 
up all the time allotted to it by law 
and been dissolved. There yet remains, 
however, a few, hundred dollars of the 
subcommission’s appropriation unex- 
pended. 

But if new books are submitted under 
this second call for bids, the commis- 
sion will find itself ina very embarrassing 
pésition for there will be no subcommis- 
sion to make the preliminary inspection 
of these books as the law requires. 

Even if no new books are submitted 
difficulties may arise for an injunction 
might be asked to restrain the signing 
of any contract on the ground that, by 
rejecting bids and retaining the report 
of the subcommission the transactions of 
the tommission had been irregular. 

The law authorizes the commission to 
reject any and all bids, but is indefinite 
in its Manguage concerning what should 
be done with regard to subcomratssion 
work in the event bids were ali rejected 
and the commission called for other bids. 

Several of the commissioners are of 
the opinion that the beard has the jegal 
peWer to appoint another subcommission, 
on the ground that rejecting the bids 
begins everything over again, de novo. 
Of course the same suwbcommission would 
be appointed and could finish its work 
in a day or two by simply going in a 
formal way over-its original report. This, 
it is thought, would bar any objection. 


Contract Was Fought. 

It is said that in a nefghboring state 
a contract was fought in the courts by 
a negro school teacher, who himself 
earned a small salary, but who in this 


litigation seemed to have unlimited cap- 
ital. A great many people believed that 
the negro teacher was ‘backed by a pub- 
lishing house whose books had not been 
accepted and as the litigation was based 
on a technical point a similar turn of 
events, it is feared, might take place in 
Georgia unless the proceedings of the 
commission are’ perfectly regular. 

Attorney General Haft will probably 
investigate these questions within the 
next few days and submit a report to 
Governor Terrell, who 
the schoo! book commission, and the com- 
mission will contro] its future steps ac- 
cording to the advice of the attorney 
general, 

The new bids must be filed with Sec- 
retary of State Phil Cook by 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon of next Wednesday, 
which leaves only six days for the com- 
mission to find out ‘‘where it is at’’ from 
a legal standpoint. If no new books are 
submitted the situation will be some- 
what eased, but in any event the com- 
mission is just now struggling with a 
snag which is proving about the knottiest 
struck yet. 

It is hoped, however, that by the step 
taken in calling for new bids a great 
deal better offers will be secured and 
many hundreds of dollars saved to the 
people of the state, but in the meantime 
the season is growing jater and later 
and the legal tangles looming up ahead 
make the situation anything but pleas- 
ing even with the prospect of better 
price offers. , 

Agents Are Grumbling. 

Among the publishing company agents 
there is some grumbling. The honest 
companies, who bid as close as possible, 
they say, are put in an embarrassing 
position, while the companies who bid a 
little high have been given an oppor- 
tunity ft reap a benefit from the same 
thing that others lose by. The commis- 
sioners feel that there igs some justice 
in these complaints. 

But whatever legal complications may 
arise the commissioners feel that they 
have done the right thing in rejecting 
al) bids instead of ‘‘dickering’’ with the 
publishing houses over prices, even 
though the prices which were the sub- 
ject of discussion applied only to the 
exchange of old books for new. 

The next few days, however, promise 
to be full of worry for the commission- 
ers, although that body is no longer 
nolding meetings or attempting to pass 
upon the merits of text books. The 
steps to be taken to steer away from 
tangles of the law wil] be awaited with 
interest and it may be that the school 


book matter will prove in the end some- 
thing very hard indeed to deal with.

NEARST LANDS 
UN THe TRUSTS 


In: an Editorial He Gives His 
Views On the Cuban Bill, 


Says the Measure Nepresents Inten- 
tion of the American Trust, Work- 
ing Through the Republicdn 
Administration, To Make 
Deals with Foreigners. 


New York, November 18.—(Special.)— 
Representative William Randolph Hearst 
will, in tomérrow’s American, in a signed 
editorial, give his views on the pending 
Cuban reciprocity measure in vigorous 
language which will interest all those 
who have followed the course of this 
measure in congress. Mr. Hearst says in 
part: 3 

“This bill does not represent reciprocity 
between other countries and the people of 
this country. It represents the intention 
of the American trusts, working through 
the republican administration, to make 
deals with foreign cournries for tne finan- 
clal beri@%t of the American trusts. There 
is no reason why any democrat should 
put his indorsement on this republican 
trust measure. The genuine democracy 
of America believes in a reduction of the 
tariff. The democratic party and demo- 
cratle politicians instructed by the mil- 
lions who control and who are the demo- 
cratic party, demand tariff reductions. All 
democrats are eager for just, actual and 
fmmediate reduction of the tariff. But 
the tariff as it stands, the great feature 
of Amer.can industrial and financial life, 
must be treated intelligently like every 
other great national question. 

‘The people demand a reduction of the 
tariff. They demand now, at this session, 
a reduction of the tariffs that pretect the 
criminad trusts, adding to their power, 
strengthening their lawlessness. The 
policy of the people of the United States 
in regard to the tariff is clear, and it is 
this: 

‘‘No protection for oppressive trusts. 

‘Tariff reduction on trust products 
which the trusts sell cheaper abroad than 
at home.. 

“No further protection for the manu- 


factured steel] which the American must 
buy in Pittsburg for $28.a ton, and 


which is sold to the Canadians, or to | 


other foreigners for. $22 a ton.. Tariff, 
beyond question, has had its ‘protective’ 
effect. -The people demand tariff reform, 
but they want to interfere with that pro- 
tection which protects natural extortion; 
which has built up monepolistic brigand- 
age; which has put trust kings above the 
laws; put every household, every dinner 
table. at the mercy of the trust agent 
and his price list. The American people 
want to reform the tariff in their own 
behalf. They do not want to begin by 
cutting off the meager protection that has 
been given to the farmers, to the actual 
body of the people. They .wiil not be 
fooled into indorsing a sham reciprocity 
which adds to trust control of the na- 
tion through the tariff, and which takes 
from those who pay the tariff what little 
advantage they now \derive from it. 


PRIEST IS SHOT

Father Repore and Parish- 
ioner in Duel That 
Proves Fatal. 


Denver, Colo., November !8.—Rev. Felix 
M. Repore, pastor of the Mount Carmel 
Catholic church, and - another Italian 
named Joesoricy, was fatally wounded to- 
night in a duel supposed to have arisen 
over a card game they were playing in 
the pfiest’s apartments in the churfcli 
pbuilding. Father Repore was shot twice 
in the abdomen and once in the face, and 
Joesoricy was shot once tn the abdomen.

BANK IN HANDS OF ASSIGNEES. 


Result of Investigation Into Affairs 
of a Camden Bank. 2 

Charleston, S. C., November 1!8.+After 
an investigation into the affairs of the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ bank, of Cam- 
den, 8S. C., last night, the trouble as 
was suspected, pointed to injudicious 
loans. The directors and expert account- 
were at work nearly all night. 

A meeting was held this morning, when 
a statement was signed by each director. 
It declared that “being called into spe- 
cial session on account of the sudden 
decease of the president and cashier, 
and “having, with the aid of two expert 
accountants, examined all of the availa-

COMMITS SUICIDE

A second later the pis- 
tol shot was fired. One of his sisters who 
entered the room found it in darkness. she 
made a light and then saw that her broth- 
er was lying on his back across his bed.

COLOMBIAN HATE 
FORTHE YANKEES 


Situation at Bogota Assumes 
a Critical Phase 


It Is Said That United States Min- 
ister Beaupre Has Been Men- 
aced Because of the Recog- 
nition of the Panama 
Republic. 


Washington, November 1|8.—It is learned 
today that the situation at Bogota has 
assumed a critical phase, as far as rela- 
tions between the United States and Co- 
lombia are concerned. 

Minister Beaupre, on the [6th instant, 
was pressed very strongly by the Colom- 
bian government to know whether the 
United States intended to recognize the 
new republic of Panama. It is under- 
stood that the request was in such Shape 
as to constitute a menace in the event 
that the recognition had been extended. 
Mr. Beaupre was instructed by this gov- 
ernment to again inform the Colombian 
government that such recognition had 
been extended to the new republic of 
Panama by the United States, but simply 
in the interest of humanity and civiliza- 
tion and in execution of solemn treaty 
obligations binding upon the United 
States, He also was instructed to tender 
to the Colombian government the good 
offices of the United States to effect a set- 
tlement of the difficulties between Colom- 
bia and Panama. The issue is awaited 
with some anxiety here. 

As an earnest of the desire of the state 
department to continue in friendly terms 
with the Colombian government, it 1s 
pointed out that without bringing direct 
pressure to bear, the department is dis- 
posed to do everything in its power to 
save any equities Colombia may have in 
the isthmus. Thus, it is recognized as en- 
tirely proper that. some part of the $10,- 
000,000 which the United States govern- 
ment is to pay over to Panama upon the 
ratification of the treaty should be al- 
lotted by the government of Panama to 
Colombia in payment of Panama's share 
of the Colombian nationa] debt.

Secretary Hay and Minister Bu- 
pau-Varilla Subscribe 


Panama Cedes to United States What- 
ever Lands in the Republic the 
Government Shall Find De- 
sirable in Building 
Great Canal. 


Washington, November 18.—Secretary 
Hay and M. Phillipe Bunau-Varilla, the 
minister from Panama, at 6:40 o'clock 
this evening, signed the Hay-Bunau-Va- 
rilla treaty, providing for the construc- 
tion of the Panama cana! by the United 
States. The ceremony occurred in Sec- 
retary Hay's study. The Panama niin- 
ister arrived at Mr. Hay’s house prompt- 
ly at 6 o’clock, having made an appoint- 
ment with the secretary for a confer- 
ence at that hour. He was. surpriged to 
find that the secretary had before him 
the treaty engrossed in duplicate. The 
secretary informed M. Bunau-Varilla that 
he was ready to sign the treaty. The min-. 
ister read the document carefully and:

Although the treaty has not been made 
public, the Associated Press is enabled 
to give the substance of the~ document. 
It consists of between twenty-two and 
twenty-five articles, but the main points 
of the convéntion are contained in the 
first six articles. , 

The keynote of the treaty is’ the nro- 
vision in one of the very first articles, 
by which Panama céedes to the United 
States whatever land o, lands through- 
out the republic ef Panazna this govefn- 
ment shall find desirable in connection 
with the building or the operation and 
maintenance of the canal. In addition 
the treaty gives to the United States 
absolute sovereignty over the canal strip, 
which, it is understood, comprises be- 
tween eight and ten miles -on each side 
of the canal. Within this zone the power 
of the United States is as absolute as if 
the zone were part and. parcel of this 
In general, it may be said that 
treaty contains many of 


treaty, it is not based on that convention. 
but follows not only the spirit, but the 
letter of the Spooner act. 

Thus, instead of the lease for a fixed 
period of the canal strip, this new treaty 
provides for a perpetual grant of the 
right of way to the United States, and 
instead of a complicated provision for 
courts of mixed composition—half Amer- 
ican and half Colombian—to administer | 
ustice over the canal strip, the new > 
treaty permits this government to ex- 
ercise the most complete jurisdiction 
thereon. 


United States May Fortify Terminals 

Permission is also given the United 
States to fortify the line and the 
terminals, and it may police it with 
troops. That portion of the treaty deal- 
ing with the fortification of the terminals 
is rather general, but sufficiently explicit 
not to be misunderstood. The cities of 
Panama and Colon retain their municipal 
autonomy under the republic of Panama 
so long as they maintaiy public order ah@ 
sanitary conditions to the satisfaction of 
the United States. Failure ‘to do this 
gives the United States’ according to the 
treaty, right to enforce strict compliance 
with the wishes of this government in 
this direction, and the United States can 
even use force to compel obedience to 
its rules as to public order and public 
health in these cities. The money consid- 
eration is the same in the new treaty 
as in the Hay-Herran convention, with 
the exception that the $10,000,000 go to 
Panama instead of Colombia. 

The treaty further provides that the 
canal is to be neutral and open to all 
nations on even terms. - Two-thirds of 
the treaty concerns details of adminis- 
trafion which, while not necessary to the 
efficacy of the convention, will, it is be- 
lieved, commend the new treaty to many 
members of the senate who picked flaws 
in the defunct Hay-Herran convention. 

Secretary Hay had a conference with 
the Panama minister late last night and 
the general terms of the treaty were 
agreed upon. 

Secretary Hay was at first somewhat 
undecided as to whether the treaty 
should be an amended form of the Hay- 
Herran convention or an entirely new 
paper.

Opinion was that an entirely new treaty 
would be the more favorably received by 
the senate.

Fordney Alleges Wood Worked in the 
Interest of the Sugar Trust—Pipe 
Dreams of Governor as to 
Next Presidential 
Election. 


Washington, November |(8.—The oppo- 
Sition to the Cuban bill was heard in the 
house today and in vigorous speech The 
featurea of the day were the speeches 
of Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, who opened 
the di§cussion in advocacy of the bill, 
and of Mr. Fordney (republican), of Mich- 
igan, who spoke in opposition. 

Mr. Grosvenor spoke for more than an 
hour, during which time he wus fre- 
quently interrupted by questions, ema- 
nating from the democratic side. Mr. 
Fordney and two of his repuplican col- 
leagues from Michigan spoke in opposi- 
tion to the bill. Mr. Fordney emphati- 
cally expressed his disapproval of the 
measure. Among others who spoke in 
opposition to the bill were Messrs. Shar- 
roth, Colorado; Burgess, Texas, and Bell, 
California, democrats, and Messrs. Mc- 
Morran and Loud, the latter two repub- 
licans from Michigan. 

The debate will close tomorrow and a 
vote will be taken not later than 4 p. m. 

Mr. Grosvenor observed that nothing 
would be more destructive than to have 
the democrats come into power, but that 
was an impossibility for the next two 
years. 

Replying to the remarks of Mr. Swan- 
@6n, of Virginia, he said there need be 
no fear of retaliation from a country 
which could not live ninety days with- 
Out purchasing food supplies from the 
outside. 

Grosvenor Attacks Cleveland. 

Answering a statement made by Mr. 
Ciark, of Missouri, as to conditions exe 
isting when Mr. Cleveland went in as 
president, Mr. Grosvenor said: 


“Immediately upon the election of 
Cleveland, there was practically a sup- 
pression of the income of the revenues 
of the government into fhe treasury of 
the United States. It was natural: it 
was inevitable. It would happen again 
if somebody other than Roosevelt should 
be elected president next year.”’ 

While speaking of the prospects for 
the democratic party (Mr. Clark, of Mis- 
souri, asked if Mr. Grosvenor knew that 
of the nineteen men convicted in St, 
Louis sixteen were republicans. 


“Tt don’t know,’” replied Mr. Grosvenor, 
“but if that is true, it don’t speak well 
for the fajrness of the administration of 
justice.” Loud applause followed. on the 
republican side, ; 
Mr. Grosvenor; replying to the state- 
ment of Mr. Clark, of Missouri, as to 
the probability of the democrats gaining 
contro] of the next congress and electing 
the next president, said he would show 
what the result would be. The demo- 
crats, he said, would carry Alabama, 
Arkansas, Florida, Kentucky, Louisian®, 
Missfssippi, Missouri, North Carolina, 
Scuth Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and 
Virginia. 

Mr. Sulzer (New York)—‘“And you 
might add New York.”’ 

Mr. Grosvenor—‘‘I might add Ohio, but 
I won’t.”’ (Laughter on republican side.) 

He said the democrats would find some 
fighting ground in Delaware, and possi- 
bly Maryland, he said, was in doubt; 
Montana somewhat doubtful. 

“I put New York in this column against 
my own judgment,”’ he said, adding that 
if the democrats do not carry New York 
by double the vote given McClellan, they 
would be defeated in that state. 


He said this gave the democrats 15! 
votes, and 69 doubtful. He then named 
the following as republican states: Cali- 
fornia. Colorado, Connecticut, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Maine, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Massachusetts, Nebraska, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, South Dakota, Vermont, Wash- 
ington, West Virginia, Wisconsin, Wyom- 
ing, with a total of 263 votes. 

Answering Mr, Swanson’s statements 
as to retaliation by Russia, Great Britain 
and. other countries, Mr. Grosveng said 
we will take care of Russia, saying she 
is our friend; and also take care of Eng- 
land, remarking that she has good sense. 

South’s Cotton and Cuba. 

Mr. Richardson, of Alabama, said the 
benefit to the cotton industry of the 
south, which will result from the 40 per 
cent reduction on the cotton goods 
schedule in the Cuban treaty, was the 
reason for his support. There are other 
interests involved in the treaty besides 
sugar. The south, he said, had increased 
the number of her cotton spindles in the 
last two years three times the increase of 
spindles in Great Britain and New Eng- 
land combined. Commercial expansion of 
our foreign trade is what we need and 
must have. The isthmian canal is our 
earnest hope. 

Mr. Fordney reviewed the history of the 
beet sugar industry, pointing out how it 
would be injured by the passage of the 
bill. Continuing, he said: 


“Some one has said that it makes no 
difference whether you put this measure 
into law or not. If that is so, why was

Stringent Order Issued by 
the Acting Postmaster 
General. 


Washington, November 18.—Acting 
Postmaster General Wynne issued an or- 
der today directing a rigid inforcement 
of the section of the postal laws an® 
regulations which absolutely excludes all 
insects and reptiles from the mails. The 
action Is tbe result of reports that speci- 
mens of the Texas boll weevil, an in- 
sect very destructive to cotton plants, 
have been found in the mails, 

Mr. Wynne in his annual report to the 
postmaster genera] recommends that con- 
gress authorize clerk hire allowances at 
Only the first 
‘and second-class offices have this allow- 
ance at present, and Mr. Wynne advo- 
cates an allowance for this purpose of 
$100 wherever the postmaster’s salary 
ig $1,000 or $1,100; or $200 where the 
postmaster gets $1,200 or $1,300; $306 
where the postmaster gets $1,400 or 
$1,500; $400 where the postmaster is 
salaried at $1,600 or $1,700; and $500 
where the salary is from $1,800 or $1,900, 


This would make the total appropriation 
for cierk hire allowances at third-class 
postoffices and for separating mails at 
third and fuurth-class postoffices and for 
unusual business $2,200,000, 

Mr. Wynne recommends a new cieslk 
fication law for clerks in first and sec- 
ond-class postoffices, creating a number 
of new positions and abolishing the titles 
of all clerks below the grade of foreman, 
simply designating as clerks employees 
whose duties are purely clerical. It is 
recommended that the maximum al.ow- 
ance for fuel and light at third-class 
postoffices be increased from $60 as now 
fixed by law to $80 per annum. 

A lump appropriation of twenty mil- 
lion is asked for clerks as first and 
second-class offices instead of segregating 
kis appropriation into grades of clerks. 

During the year the doméstic money 
orders t{ssued amounted to $353,627,648, 
and the excess of receipts from this 
source over expenses paid from the 
proceeds was $1,994,888.

Several important conferences have been 
held at the white house recently. The 
last of these have been attended by men 
in congress and some outside of it who 
are recognized Roosevelt leaders. At 
these conferences the possibility of old 
man Mark permitting himself to be put 
in the attitude of a receptive candidate 
for the nomination against Roosevelt has 
been seriously discussed and it has been 
determined that he must be made to say 
he will accept the national chairmanship.

FULL PENALTY 


County Commissioners To 
Take Action Regard- 
ing Defaulters. 


It is understood that a special meet- 
ing of the board of county commission- 
érs will be held within the next few 
days for the purpose of taking some ac- 
tion in the matter of tax defaulters, 
property owners who have failed to re- 
turn their property to the state and coun- 
ty tax receiver for taxation. 

It is stated that the number of such 
defaulters this year is in excess of the 
number of previous years, and this mat- 
ter haying been brought tp the attention 
of county authorities, they have decided 
to deal with it. It ig not known just 
what course the county will pursue, but 
it may be that the full penalty as pro- 
vided by law will be enforced, 

The law stipulates that all persons fail- 
ing tw return their property to the tax 
receiver shall be double-taxed, and, in 
some instances, the enforcement of this 
penalty would, no doubt, prove a consid- 
erable item. The complete Ust of de- 
faulters has not yet been ascertained, but 
it is estimated that the number will 
reach fully 5600. The amount of taxes in- 
volved reaches into the thousands, 

So far, about seventy-five defaulters 
have made excuses to Clerk Henry M. 
Wood, of the board, as to why they 
failed to make returns, and asked, on 
the strength of these excuses, that they 
be released from double taxation. Judge 
BE. B. Rosser, chairman of the board, 
who is to call the special meeting, has 
instructed Clerk Wood to receive all of 
the excuses and have them before the 
board. The cOmmissioners will then take 
action, determining whether the excuses 
are sufficient for release or whether the 
parties shall be required to pay into the 
cOunty treasury just double the sum they 
would originally have had to pay if they 
their property according to 
law.

Montgomery, Ala., November 16.—The 
first half of November, like the two pre- 
ceding months ffs season, has proved 
to be exceptionaly fine for picking and 
harvesting the catton crop. In a great 
many localities picking will be completed 
about the Ist of December, whereas last 
year it was not fully completed until 
about January. 

The surprising rapidity with which this 
crop has been picked and is being mar- 
keted has no parallel in preceding sea- 
sons. The high level of prices and the 
urgent demand from all quarters has 
brought cotton to market with a rush, 
but at the level of 10% and Ile, we find 
a great many merchants, as well as far- 
mers. who are hesitating to sell, some ex- 
pecting 12%4c later on. 

In the meantime, the. continent has 
taken a great quantity of cotton, as is 
demonstrated by the export and clear- 
ances daily. The New England spinners 
have bought quite heavily during the late 
rjse. Southern spinners in North and 
South Carolina are making strenuous 
efforts to buy all the cotton they can at 
their door, thus providing themselves un- 
til March: they have also bought a@ quan- 
tity of cotton from southern shippers and 
buyers, to be delivered after March, con- 
sequently many of them are well provided 
with actual and contract cotton, while 
others have not followed the advance and 
are poorly stocked and have a great 
quantitv to buy. The Alabama and Geor- 
gia mills are practically in the same con- 
dition. Tt must not be lost sight of that 
all southern mills. with few exceptions, 
haa no cotton on hand when this season 
opened, and, therefore, the demand from 
that quarter has been continuous. The 
lessons of jast season, and the subsequent 
ecramble for cotton during the spring and 
eirmmer months by southern shippers who 
had large commitments, and by mills who 
had secant stocks. have not been lost sight 
of.
